Orig in o f Celebratio n Dates Back 
to Day s Befo re Christianity , 
Research Sho ws. 


Washington, Oct. 31 (ZP) — The 
origin of the eerie fu n-making 
that marks Hallowe’en is lost in 
the misty ages of antiqu ity . 
Its roots go back to the day s 
before Christianity was carried 
to the Eu ropean lands in which 
the Dru ids held sway . 
Thu s the witches, imps, dev ils, 
goblins, gnomes, demons, ko­ 
bolds, 
spirits 
and 
hobgoblins 
that hold forth on Hallowe’en 
hav e a long line of ancestry . 
“Oidhche Shamhna,” or the 
“Vigil of Saman,” of old Ireland, 
when certain wicked sou ls were 
called together by the Lord of 
Death, Saman, on the night of 
October 31, still su rv iv es in parts 
of present-day Ireland. 
T o, the 
Dru idic 
ceremonies 
were added in later y ears some 
characteristics of the Roman fes­ 
tiv al of Pomona, held abou t No­ 
v ember I, in which apples and 
nu ts play ed an important part. 
Down the centu ries has come 
the annu al celebration, a relic 
of pagan times and the middle 
ages. It is allied with the Ger­ 
man “Walpu rgis Night,” cele­ 
brated the ev e of May I. North­ 
ern England calls the occasion 
“Nu tcrack Night.”

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$2,000,000,000 — THREE MONTHS’ SPENDING 
D ining recent years, the A m erican public has 
becom e accustom ed to astronom ical statistics — 
especially in the field of governm ent spending. 
T he days w hen a m illion dollars was an im ­ 
pressive sum seem to be over, a t least tem por­ 
arily 
it takes at least ten figures to elicit m uch 
in the way of public interest nowadays. 
Even so, here is a fact th a t should com m and 
th e earnest and thoughtful attentio n of us all: 
Federal governm ent expenditures for a little over 
three m onths of the current fiscal year passed 
th e $2,000,000,000 m ark — breaking all previous 
records in the country’s peace-tim e history, ac­ 
cording to a New York Times article based on 
T reasury reports. 


Every nickel of th a t $2,000,000,000 either cam e 
out of our pockets — or m ust come out of them in 
the future, w hen the deficit m ust be realistically 
faced. E fery nickel of it comes out of the salaries 
of workm en, the slim profits of industry, the 
m eagre returns paid investors. 
Billions th a t 
could otherw ise be used to provide additional 
em ploym ent or raise wages, to build factories, to 
expand old industries and initiate new ones, go to 
the tax collector. 


Two billion dollars would create 500.000 four- 
thousand-dollar homes. It would employ 1,666,- 
666 m en for a year a t wages of $100 per m onth. 
It would build 20,000 one-hundred-thousand-dol­ 
lar factories w hich could produce necessities and 
luxuries, up purchasing power, and provide jobs. 
If it were simply divided equally, it would give 
every m an, woman and child in this country $16. 
Those illustrations give an idea of the alm ost 
inconceivable rate a t w hich a single governm ent­ 
al unit is spending the people’s money. And re­ 
m em ber 
th a t $2,000,000,000 represents but th ree 
m onths’^spending. S tate and local governm ents 
are equally prodigal. Is it any w onder th a t au­ 
thority afte r authority says th a t tax reduction 
would give the greatest possible spur to recovery? 


KEEP YOUR FIRES WHERE THEY BELONG 
T housands of people will probably find it diffi­ 
cult to keep w arm this w inter, but o theis will 
overdo the heating proposition and th eir stoves 
or heating plants will set th eir houses on fire. 
T he colder m onths bring an increase in fire losses 
every season. If all ’would rem em ber the one sim -

pie w arning, “keep your fires inside the stove” 
there would be m uch less trouble. 
A great percentage of all fire losses are caused 
by defective heating ap p aratus and flues and 
carelessness in handling the fires th a t are used 
for w arm th. 
A few well-worn out but im p o rtant sugges- 
I 
tions about the care of heating equipm ent and 
the operating of them are not amiss. 
Flues should be known to be safe in construe- j 
tion and well cleaned inside. All worn, broken ! 
or rusted equipm ent should be rem oved and dis- i 
carded from the stove, furnace or o th er heating 
unit. Especially smoke pipe. 
D on’t try to crowd heafang equipm ent into 
heating your hom e in five m inutes on a cold 
j 
m orning. It only wastes fuel, dam ages th e equip- 
j 
m ent and causes an unw arranted fire hazard. 
Ashes should never be put into wooden contain- ; 
ers or dum ped close to any wood surface on the 
outside. Keep ail open fires well screened. 
Protect all exposed surfaces of wood or inflam - i 
m able m aterial th a t are close to your stove or I 
furnace w ith sheets of asbestos. 
Use common sense in operating your h eating 
apparatus at all tim es. Reason will tell you w hat 
to do if you V ili only let it and you’ll be reas- I 
onably safe from fire danger.
